What la Lately to Happen in the Mm- 



New York Stin, (Democratic. )-The best 
way to understand the unparalleled alg 
niflcance of the vote In the Fourteenth 
District of New York is to work 
results of a corresponding change of pub- 
lic sentiment throughout the country, 
supposing that the Congressional elec 
tlona on that day had been general. 

Colonel William L. Brown, the Demo 
cratic candidate, was defeated by 984 
votes in the District after un energetic can 
vass and a full discussion of tbe issues in 
volved, and in «pite of loyal support from 
Tammany Hall. Fifteen months ago the 
same district was carried by the Demo 
cratic candidate for Congress by a plural 
ity of 8,825 This means a Democratic 
lose of nearly 10,000 in fifteen months 
a two thirds vote In a district where 
full total vote is about 43,000. It mea 
in other words, that the Democratic p 
cringe fell from 57.75 in November, 1892. 
to 46.10 in January. 1894, a decline of 
than 11 per cent, of the total vote of 
the district. 

In the present Congress, elected in 
1892, there are 215 Democints and only 129 
Republicans. Let us see what would 
have been the effect of a general disaster 
to the Democrats, similar to that which 
the accident of circumstances confined 
the day of the election to one district of 
New York. 

There arc nine Congressmen from Ala 
bama. all Democrats. Estimating by tbe 
the vote in the New York Fourteenth, 
the Democracy would have lost two dis 
tricts in Alabamn. tbe Fifth and the 
Seventh. 

Arkansas has six Congressmen, 
Democrats. These six would probably 
have been held by the Democracy. 

California has three Democrats 
ilclegation of seven. The Democracy 
would have held two of them and lost one. 
namely, in the Fourth District. 

There is now no Democratic Congress- 
man from Colorado. 

Three of the four Connecticut Repre 
sentutives are Democrats. The reversal 
would have given the Republi 
four districts in the state. 

It would have lost to the Democracy 
the one Representative from Delaware 

In Florida the Democrats would have 
held their two Congressmen. 

Georgia has now eleven Democruts iu 
Congress. She would probably have kept 
them all. notwithstanding the proportion 
ate loss in every district. 

The Idaho Congressman is a Republi 

In Illinois the two Congressmen at 
large are Democrats, besides uiue of the 
twenty from the districts. The DtBO- 
^rats would have lost seven of their eleven 
Representatives, including both of the 
Congressmen at large, and the Congress 
men iu the Fourth, the Thirteenth, which 
is Sprineer'sdistrict. the Sixteenth, which 
is Fithian's, and the Eighteenth and the 
Nineteenth. The Illinois delegation, in- 
stead of standing eleven to eleven, would 
have stood eighteen to four against the 
Democrats. 

Indiana has eleven Democrats aud two 

lepublicans The Democracy would have 
lost every one of these eleven districts, 
Holman's, Bynum s, Cooper's and all the 
rest. The ludiana delegation would have 
beeu solidly Republican. 

Iowa has now only one Democrat 

nonir its eleven members. He would 
probahly have pulled through. 

There is no Democratic Congressman 
from Kansas. 

Kentucky's ten Democrats out of eleven 
would have been reduced to seven out of 
eleven. The Democracy would have lost 
tbe Third, Goodnight'* distiict, besides 
the Ninth aud Tenth 

All six of Louisiana s Repn sentatives 
are Democrats. They would have re 
mained so. leaving free sugar out of the 
question, and estimating solely by the 
ptfWatag* loss in the Fourteenth New 
York District. 

In Maine, of course, there would have 
been no change. The four Reptescnta

Fiftb. beating Graham* tbe Sixteenth, 
beating Ryan; the Nineteenth, beating 
Haines; the Twentieth, beating Tracey; 
and the Twenty-first, beating Schermer* 
horn. The dclri;ntion would have stood 
twenty one Republicans to thirteen 

In North Carolina, whero there are 
eight Democrats and one Republican, 'be 
Democrats would have lost the First, Sec- 
ond, Fourth, Eighth and Ninth, and 
probably I be Third and Seventh Dis- 
tricts. 

North Dakota is represented by a Re- 
in Ohio the Democrats have eWven die- 
tricts out of the twenty one. They would 
certainly have lost the Third, Ninth, 
Twelfth, Fourteenth, Sixteenth, Eigh- 
teenth and Twentieth, including Outh-- 
waite's, Uartcr's and Tom Johnson's. 
The delegation would then have stood 
seventeen Republicans to four Demo- 
crats. 

Oregon has now two Republicans. 

In Pennsylvania, where there are now 
ten Democrats and nineteen Republicans, 
the result would have been six Demo- 
crats and twenty three Republicans, the 
latter party gaining the Twelfth, Four- 
teenth. Twenty fourth and Twenty sixth.
